National  reports  are  issued  from  the  Washington,  D.C., 
headquarters  at  3  p.m.  ET,  unless  otherwise  noted.  Indi¬ 
vidual  State  reports  are  issued  from  the  State  Statistical 
Offices  (SSO’s)  following  release  of  the  national  esti¬ 
mates.  Printed  copies  of  both  ASB  and  SSO  reports  are 
available  for  a  fee.  To  subscribe  to  national  reports,  use 
the  order  form  in  this  publication.  State  reports  may  be 
obtained  from  the  appropriate  SSO. 

NASS  reports  are  available  electronically  immediately 
after  release  via  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture’s 
Computerized  Information  Delivery  Service  (CIDS).  In¬ 
cluded  on  the  system  are  most  NASS  national  reports, 
selected  reports  from  NASS  SSO’s,  plus  data  loaded  by 
other  Government  agencies.  NASS  data  generally  re¬ 
mains  on  this  system  for  no  more  than  two  weeks.

Revisions  are  based  on 
additional  data,  such  as  new  surveys,  late  reports,  cor¬ 
rected  data,  or  more  complete  administrative  data.  Revi¬ 
sions  may  also  be  based  on  a  re-evaluation  of  previous 
survey  data  when  making  current  estimates  to  improve 
survey  to  survey  relationships.
